April have not moved very far, not to 
the SSA's satisfaction in any event. 


The rub between the teachers and

It. is necessary to expand that safety

Going to • a drive-in 
movie. 


"But most of the 1.5 million over- 


seas visitors who came to the United 
States in the first six months of this 
year went to the cities rather than the 
country. In 1972 the United States 
earned $2.7 billion from 
foreign 


tourists, and a 20 per cent increase is 
forecast for 1973. Devaluation of the 
dollar makes an American holiday 
irresistible to many Europeans and 
Japanese." 


So Americans think they've got 


shortages? 
It is a laugh, says 


Blumenfeld: 


"Europeans 
are 
amused 
by 


America's short supply syndrome. 
Despite all the griping about lack oE 
steak and insufficient gasoline, the 
shortages seem more psychological 
than real. Americans have been ac- 
customed for too long to having a 
superabundance of everything. 


• "Steak is much cheaper in the 
United States than in England. The 
best Scotch rump costs $2.75 a pound 
in London — and the butchers there 
don't even know how to cut a proper 
T-bone. As for gasoline, it is twice as 
expensive in England. 


"The pound sterling may have been 


dropping in value in tandem with the 
dollar, but inflation has been far 
more severe in England since 1968 
than in the United States. English 
food prices have risen by 41.5 per 
cent in the past five years, while 
America's have gone up by 26.6 per 
cent." 


BlumenfeM reports that it's not 


only the homefolks who are roughing 
it in Europe. Tourists get an even 
worse break. "Most Americans sense 
they are short-changed when they 
convert their dollars into francs anil 
lire — and they generally are." 
Besides, "European hospitality is 
...on the decline." 


Blumenfeld estimates that "prices 


in France have increased by a third 
over the past year. A Coca-Cola in 
most cafes costs SI. Half a do/on 
oysters cost 85 in Paris last March." 


So 
Bliimenfc'Id's 
very 
logical 


conclusion is that "Coming home lo 
America now seems the cheapest — 
and most welcome — way to spend a 
vacation." 


Assured of this, we can now all 


have more fun — and save money, too 
— just by staying homo. If the man 
who pays can convince the rest of the 
family, that is.

Is Watergate 


An Inquisition? 


WASHINGTON - In this city, 


and in the nation, an important 
though very loose and informal 
debate is taking place among 
both the specialists and the ci- 
tizenry on the Ervin committee 
Watergate hearings. One side 
says they are too soft on the 
Nixon administration, the other 
sees them as an "inquisition." 
The issue deserves to be probed. 


Before such a debate could 


develop, it had of course to be 
decided that there should be 
hearings in the first place. For- 
ceful argument was advanced 
that, since Watergate was not in 
the courts on a broad scale, no 
other forum was required. 


It was fairly quickly, and 


wisely, decided that 
both 


approaches 
were 
required. 


First, it's absurd to argue that if 
crimes have been committed, a 
society rooted in law should not 
be concerned to bring to justice 
persons against whom evidence 
is deemed sufficient to warrant 
indictment. 


At the same time, it is clearly 


the public's .business in the 
broadest sense when so sweep- 
ing a matter arises as this, in- 
volving as it does an incredible 
assault 
, upon . the 
whole 


democratic process by which we 
choose our highest leaders. 


That attack sought not only to 


undermine the workings of the 
major opposition party, but to 
warp to political use such 
federal executive agencies as 
the supposedly 
independent 


FBI, CIA and Internal Revenue 
Service. 


Now — to the current debate. 


It is plain beyond all doubt that 
some 
public 
figures 
and 


members of the press who 
brand Senate interrogators as 
"soft" actually want the hear- 


ings to have the effect and im- 
pact — if not the form and the 
safeguards — of a trial. Even as 
they assert that real trials are 
not crucial. 


What these critics want — und 


I know for a fact that some are 
saying it with shocking emo- 
tional force in private — is to 
have, key Nixon men who are 
under suspicion "put in the 
dock" 
before 
the 
widest 


audience again and again, 
hammered at, harassed, stig- 
matized at possible grave cost 
to reputations, careers and 
families, with none of the pro- 
tections a courtroom normally 
offers the pettiest thief. 


They want punishment meted 


out in a form they can relish as 
Romans savored the pain of 
losing gladiators. Jail, a quickly 
forgotten place, doesn't do it for 
them. They want the accused 
walking around among us, suf- 
fering visibly and constantly 
from public censure, humilia- 
tion and embarrassment, bear- 
ing penalties inflicted in a 
loose-framed forum magnified a 
thousand times by television. 


On the other side of the 


debate, President Nixon him- 
self, some of his accused former 
aides, and a good many staunch 
supporters seem to see the Er- 
vin hearings as the very trial by 
television their critics want it to 
be but say it is not. 


Certainly, if Watergate is 


wisely seen to be of such mag- 
nitude (because Of the high 
reach of its issues and the of- 
ficials accused of involvement) 
as to warrant public airing 
before a Senate committee, then 
a heavy burden of restraining 
responsibility falls upon the in- 
terrogators. 


Bobby Riggs: 
Avenging Angel 


Improbable as it may at first 


seem, the coming-match in the 
Houston Astrodome between 55- 
year-old Bobby Riggs and Billie 
Jean King may well be one of 
the great sporting events of the 
decade— more important than 
any match between Stan Smith 
and Hie Nastase, more riveting 
than the Super Bowl. The 
measure is simple: more people 
will watch it. 


Riggs vs. Billie Jean in fact is 


turning out to be rather like one 
of the classic million-dollar gate 
heavyweight fights of the past, 
for like them it has become the 
focus of powerful social and 
psychological emotion.

In 
what he now cheerfully calls the 
"Mother's Day Massacre," lit- 
tle Bobby demolished Mrs. 
Court, 6-2, 6-1. The Astrodome 


extravaganza will make the 
Riggs-Court match look like a 
casual game at your local club. 


The 
classic 
heavyweight 


fights of the past attracted huge 
gates and national attention not 
only because of the fighters' 
skills but because of what the 
antagonists symbolized. 


One skein of great fights 


dramatized the social rise of the 
American 
Irish. 
John 
L. 


Sullivan, the barroom brawler • 
and boozer, was beaten by 
"Gentleman Jim" Corbett, the 
polished, handsome, scientific 
boxer, the early epitome of Irish 
upward 
mobility. ' Finesse 


(high) defeated brawn (low). 


Of course, the racial contest 


made for great heavyweight 
drama. Jack Johnson's defeat of 
the white man Jim Jeffries 
shocked the white psyche and 
evoked a whole series of "white 
hopes," a hope at last fulfilled 
in 1915 when Jess Willard 
knocked out Johnson in Havana. 
And there were multiple mean- 
ings to bouts like Joe Louis vs. 
Max Schmeling, Louis vs. Billy 
Conn. Furthermore, the great 
Jewish and Italian fighters 
meant much to their subcul- 
tures. 


The Riggs-King match is in 


this vein. It engages of course 
the whole batlle-of-the-sexcs 
theme, now heated up by an

movement. Riggs is Hie aveng- 
ing angel here, Billie Jean the 
perfect foil.

bulance ordinance in January 
providing that "no person shall 
own or operate an ambulance 
within the city without a 
license."

The pre-sentence report is 


mandatory before any person 
convicted of a felony is sen- 
tenced. Until the Sept. 1 
supreme court ruling, it was a 
confidential report usually seen 
only by O'Leary and the judge.

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Doctors" Ethics in Upheaval: 


Tough Questions from the 
Brave l\ew Workl of Medfciiie 


"When the doctor cum tack, IM saw to his reHef that ttw 
baby WM no longer breathing. The next morning ha called the Hastings 
Center to ask, 'What do you think I should have done?' " 


Ten years ago, life was simpler. So 


was the medical profession. The lines 
between life and death, right and 
wrong, were relatively clear and un- 
questioned. 


This is no longer the case. 
For two years I was a senior staff 


member of the Hastings Center, based 
in Hastings-on-Hudson, N.Y. The 
Center brings together scientists and 
physicians with lawyers, philosophers 
and others to examine the ethical di- 
lemmas arising from the "biomedkal 
revolution." Below are just a few of 
the hundreds of knotty problems the 
Center has studied, and which doctors 
are encountering every day (names 
and details have been changed to pro- 
tect anonymity). Most of these cases 
would not have come up ten years ago. 
None of them has an easy answer, but 
each demands' an answer. Judge for 
yourself. You're the doctor. What 
would your answers be? 


THE FETUS THAT WAS 


A BABY 


Mrs. L., a mother with five children, 


had come to a major big-city hospital for 
a therapeutic abortion. The child, she 
said, had been unplanned and was un- 
wanted. 


The operation was normal right up to 


the time Dr. B., the young physician on 
duty, realized that he was holding not an 
inert fetus, but a living, breathing pre- 
mature baby. 


What should IM do? Placed quickly 


in an incubator, the baby would un- 
doubtedly survive. Left alone, it would 
die. And there was no senior physician 
on duty to ask.

and time to think it over." 


When he came back, be saw to his 


relief that the baby was no longer breath- 
ing. 


The next morning he called the Hast- 


ings Center to ask, "What do you think I 
should have done?" 


While the Center doesn't function as 


a counseling group, the staff did come up 
' with these questions that might be part 
of the decision: 
- 
. 


How much importance should be 


given to the mother's intent? To her 
ability to raise the child? To the rights of 
the child to life? To the rights of the 
brothers and sisters? 


What about the possibility that the 


saline solution used to start the abortion 
could have caused brain damage in the 
baby? 


And who should have made the deci- 


sion anyway? Should the mother have 
been consulted? 


The discussion produced no easy an- 


swer. But the staff, now at least, had 


some of the questions that would help 
them make such decisions in the future. 


FORCIBLE SHOCK THERAPY 


Mrs. F. had become deeply despon- 


dent and quarrelsome after her husband's 
death, and wasn't being helped by her 
psychiatrist 


She signed herself into the psychiatric 


ward of a private hospital for shock 
therapy. She had to sign a consent form 
before submitting to the treatment 


She said nothing after the first experi- 


ence of being strapped to the table, given 
a sedative, and jolted into a convulsion 
by the shock. But two days later she re- 
belled. 'That was torture!" she screamed. 
"I won't let you touch me again!" 


The psychiatrist used every means to 


get her to continue. But she remained 
firm in her refusal, and only the locked 
door kept her from running away. 


The staff met, and the majority de- 


cided to continue treatment. Kicking and 
screaming, Mrs. F. was carried back into 
the treatment room. 


Later, in Center discussions, a psy- 


chiatric nurse argued that the full course 


of treatment was necessary for success, 
and that to stop before it was over could 
leave the patient m worn condition th»n 
before. 


Once Mrs. F. signed the agreement, 


it was argued, she became the responsi- 
bility of the hospital staff, who had to 
do what was best for her own good. She 
could not withdraw consent-especially 
since her-change of mind might be a 
symptom of her disease. 


On the other hand, a physician-at- 


torney argued, forcible treatment should 
be used only for a patient judged by a 
court to be unable to choose for himself 
—that is, one who's been legally com- 
mitted. To force a voluntary patient like 
Mrs. F. to undergo treatment she doesn't 
want is clearly a violation of her rights, 
he said. 


BUYING "DISCOUNT* BLOOD 


With the growing need for blood in 


this country, a commercial firm found 
a profitable business: importing 10,000 
liters of blood plasma each month from 
Haiti. Poorer citizens there could make 
as much as $182 a year selling blood. 


Is such commerce ethical? Those who 


defended the practice pointed out that 
the money was helping the local economy 
to the tune of some half-million dollars 
a year, and putting food on the tables of 
many who might have gone hungry. It 
also brought badly needed plasma to 
theU.S. ' 


Critics argued that the practice de- 


meaned the donors and threatened their 
health, and that, it eased the pressure to 
develop a better blood exchange system 
within the U.S. The extraordinary pov- 
erty of the Haitians meant they did 
not have the freedom to say no; any of- 
fer was one they couldn't refuse. 
.Finally, critics suggested, making 
blood a salable and importable commod- 
ity opened the door for an international 
commercial traffic in kidneys and hearts. 


The question became moot when the 


man who arranged the deal fell out of 
favor with the Haitian regime, and the 
company lost its contract But it-or a 
similar venture-will surely pop up else- 
where.

SEX REASONS 


Mn. S., the 38-year-old mother of a 


boy and two (irk, told her physician (be 
feared her child might have Down's 
syndrome-mougolism, which is more 
common arnont children of mothers 
over 35. She asked for a relatively new 
test called araniocentesis, which reveals 
the child's ooadhioa-and its sex.

"There's good news," he told Mrs. S. 


"Your baby won't be mongokrid." 


"But what sex is itr she asked. And 


when she learned the baby would be a 
girl-she asked for an abortion. 


Shocked, the doctor discovered from 


Mrs. S. and her husband that their real 
concern all along had been the desire to 
have another boy! 


Aside from the ethical question of the 


lie to the doctor, other questions arise: 


Is sex determination atone a sufficient 


reason for undergoing the amniocentesis 
-a relatively safe procedure, but which 
carries a risk of one to two percent for 
the fetus? And in a male-dominated so- 
ciety, what would be the effect on the 
boy-girl ratio if parents could select? 


Assuming there are some genetic 


diseases so severe that early detection 
and abortion would be morally accept- 
able, just what is a genetic "defect"? b 
being an unwanted gender a defect? Is 
conceiving -a child with the intent of 
destroying it if it's the wrong sex any 
different from infanticide? 


On the positive side, it has been 


argued that being able to select the sex of 
one's child, ewai by such a drastic mea- 
sure, would help slow the population 
boom, since many "extra" babies come 
from attempts to beget a child of the de- 
sired sex. And those who favor free abor- 
tion for any and all reasons suggest sex 
determination is as good a reason as any. 


IS YOUR BABY A CRIMINAL? 
This time it was the physician who was 


tempted to lie. Mrs. R. was another older 
mother who wanted to rule out the pos- 
sibility that her baby had Down's syn- 
drome, and the tests indeed showed the 
fetus to be unaffected. 


But the examination did turn up an 


extra "Y" chromosome in the baby's 
ceUs-and there is evidence that such 
"XYY males" may be somewhat more 
prone to crimes of violence than the 
general population. 


The physician's dilemma was this: 


Should he tell Mrs. RJ

Do you believe that once 
you're immunized you're 
always safe?

The body does 
build up immunity through 
vaccination, but revaccina- 
tion is necessary to have con- 
tinuous protection. Here is 
how it works: A vaccine 
called an antigen, made from 
microorganisms that cause a 
disease, is injected in minute 
amounts into the body.
